WASHINGTON—(INS) — Presi- 
dent Hoover very likely will propose 
to Europe next week that there be 
a two-year suspension of both Ger- 
many’s reparations payments to the 
allies, and the allied payments on 
their war debts to the United States, 
both principal and interest. 

Such a plan, it was learned re- 
liably today, is the- one that Mr. 
Hoover has uppermost in his mind 
for providing Germany and other 
European nations “an economic 
breathing spell” which would tide 
them over the extremely critical po- 
sition in which they now find them- 
selves. 

Congress would have to grant the 
authority for the administration to 
d Europe's principal and in- 
terest payments, and it is for that 
reason Mr. Hoover has been con- 
sulting all the leaders available in 
Washington.

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Two County Machines 
Burned in $6,600 
Fire Saturday 


Muscatine county’s road main- 
tenance department’ sustained a 
loss estimated at approximately 
$6,000 when a road patrol station 
located on road “X” near the Leg- 
ler corner in the vicinity of Letts, 
burned to the ground at 5:05 p. m. 
Saturday afternoon, and completely 
destroyed two of the. large’ road 
maintenance machines and other 
equipment. 

Arthur Henning and Ray Carter 
who operated the two machines, 
had completed their day’s work and 
had just placed the scrapers in the 
shed when an explosion, believed 
due to a gas leak occurred. ‘Flames 
shot out of the doors and the build- 
ing became enveloped b7 the fire in 
almost an instant. 

Seeing there was no chance to 
save the one machine or the build- 
ing, Henning and Carter concen- 
trated their efforts in attempting 
to remove the other maintenance 
machine from the shed. They at- 
tached an 8-foot chain from their 
automobile to the machine, _ but 
while trying to pull it from the 
burning shed, their car caught fire.

For a decade we have heard much about lower freight 
rates. Every politician has sprung it—everybody was going 
to get them. The public became enthused, the farmer felt 
happy, but lower rates never materialized. ‘ 

The general public more or less, hates the railroads, I too, 
have seen many times that their actions did not meet with my 
approval, still we must be fair. 

I believe the railroads would be willing to lower rates if 
they were able to do so. I would not have made that state- 
ment years ago, and never did utter such a statement because 
I knew there was a time when rates were higher than they 
should be, and we never secured a proper reduction, although 
at times did get some reduction. 

Naturally we are all interested in lower rates—we should 
have them now in these times of depression—it means much 
to the farmer—his grain moves for less, gets to the market 
for less, and retails for less. That helps the pocket books of 
the laboring mam. ‘There are many cases to be cited where 
the farmers’ grain brings him much less than the transporta- 
tion charges from his farm to the distribution center. The 
laborer and the public naturally pay the bill| Less is con- 
sumed on account of the high price, which reflects back upon 
the farmer. 

What are we going to do about it? The solution for lower 
rates is easy. To accomplish it we must quit our political 
bally-hoos and do some materializing of sound straightfor- 
ward business methods. 

The railroads in this state for instance maintain many 
miles of tracks. For the right of way of these they have paid 
many millions. They employ about 1,661,000 men and 
women for maintenance. Freight and passenger rates are 
naturally figured on a basis that will permit of sufficient pro- 
fit to take care of this expense. 

Now what has happened? Shipments of freight by railways 
have decreased to a large extent. The automobile has taken 
from them aleavy toll in passengers. ‘Income from passen- 
ger and freight business has decreased in proportion to ex- 
penses. Large busses and trucks have further decreased 
their freight revenue. The railways stand today facing a 
condition that if they were owned by. you of me, we would 
begin to worry, knowing that each day-brings more busses 
and more trucks. 

Today we stand with the public cussing and censuring the 


large trucks and busses and the railways a: 


refused us the one ha ifthe road for a dista 
and nearly hit an approaching car on a curve. They have a 
feeling of security on the highway, that if you hit them, they 
do not care as their trucks and busses are large and powerful- 
ly built, which always means the wrecking of the individual’s 
private car in case of accidents. 

That is not all. We, the city folks, the laborer and the farm- 
ers especially, have paid DEARLY for our concrete and im- 
proved roads. These trucks and busses use them continuous- 
ly for extremely heavy traffic. It means the tearing up of 
our gravel roads, and the quick deterioration of our expensive 
concrete roads. They get the full, independent use of our 
roads and we, the suckers, pay for the wear and tear, and 
suffer the inconvenience. 

If all busses and trucks were charged a tax for the use of 
our roads, (an equitable amount,) it would put them nearly 
on a par with the railways. Freight shipmgnts and passen- 
ger fares would be more equally divided, the railways would 
get more business and THEY THEN COULD AFFORD TO 
LOWER FREIGHT AND PASSENGER RATES, 

As matters stand today, it is decidedly unfair competition 
—while the railways pay their way and OWN THEIR ROADS, 
with expensive upkeep, the trucks and busses USE OUR 
ROADS, and-pay nothing. No doubt, if the state or govern- 
ment owned all the right of ways for the railways, and would 
give the railway FREE USE OF THEM, they could then car- 
ry a bushel of wheat or corn across the entire United States, 
cheaper than they can now do it from Muscatine to Chicago, 
211 miles. 

I feel that our state should levy a heavy tax on these truck 
and bus lines, and.the quicker we do it, the quicker we will get 
lower freight and passenger rates, and MORE FREEDOM of 
the state roads for our personal use. What say YOU?

Parents Watch as Friends 
Drag River for Their Son

Sixty hours have elapsed since the 
clothing of John Tobias, 12-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Carl Tobias, 
212 Green street, was discovered on 
the river bank near Musser park and 
still no trace of the missing lad has 
been found. Two days and three 

nights have gone by, filled with ag- 
onizing suspense for the parents who 
have kept constant vigil while boats 
of various descriptions hauled drags 
to which fish hooks were attached 
in an effort to locate the body of 
the missing youth. 

Slowly, but none the less steadily 
the boats move across the water. In 
the daytime the stream is bright and 
smiling—at night dark and forbid- 
ding, and beneath the resistless wa- 
ters the dead body is believed to lie. 
There is something remorseless and 
relentless in the movements of the 
boats and a feeling of helplessness 
comes over the spectator as it is 
realized the end of the search is the 
dead body of a 12-year-old lad, once 
the pride of a mother’s heart. 

Faithful friends of the family 
have kept up the long search, all 
through the weary hours of the day 
and night, dragging the river’s bed 
a distance of 12 miles, from the up- 
per end of Musser park to below 
Port Louisa. They are dragging the 
river bed with fish hooks of barbed 
teel. 

The men work in shifts and the 
boats are in constant motion. When 
one crew is completely exhausted 
by their labors they lie dow upon the

Mr. Baker denounced the com- 
pulsory bovine T. B, test law and 
declared that when state veteri- 
narians had completed testing the 
cattle they would commence the 
same tactics on the farmers’ hogs. 

He said:—“I, like the farmers, 
am not objecting to the testing of 
cattle for T. B. but I object to the 
state fostering upon stock farmers, 
an unfair, unreliable test that is 
not infailable. Test the milk, that 
is the only way, and it costs less, 
besides it gives the public safety. 
With the tuberculin test, a cow 
may pass perfect and still give T. 
Therefore, what protec- 
tion is it to the public? It is 
squandering the taxpayers’ money. 

The speaker told of the fight 
which has been waged against the 
Baker hospital by the same “medi- 
cal gang,” and told his hearers 
that this group seeks only profit 
and is not interested in providing 
clean milk from the cows, 

“I am one of these fellows,” Mr. 
Baker said, “who do not believe 
that tubercular germs can be 
transmitted from a cow to a hu- 
man being. Animals and mankind 
were never meant to be alike. 

“Veterinarians will admit that 
the test as now being made will 
not insure that tubercular germs 
are not in the milk. They say it 
is good enough for general pur- 
poses, but are not certain.

Another chapter in the long. sus- 
ed controversy .between Louis 
and the First National Bank 
over the cuardianship of Salek’s 
minor son, Chester, was written 
4 yy when E. F. Richman filed 
a receipt from the bank for the as- 
sets of the boy’s estate. Salek is 
now his son’s guardian.. The docu- 
ments refers to various records 
which disclose an interesting case. 
On June 13, notice of appeal was 
filled by the father on behalf of the 
the rulings of Judge A. P. 
Barkers on. the objections to the 
of the guardian bank. 
indicate that Salek in- 
take the matter’ before 
the state’s highest court. 
Amount Involved Small 
* The amount involved in the con- 
troversy is small but the efforts of 
Salek to question the conduct of the 
estate by the bank have ted in 
the filing of voluminous documents, 
reports and a number of court opin- 


fons. 
The estate began in 1921 when 
- Chester Louis Salek inherited a 
comparatively’ small amount of 
money from his grandmother. Some 
time later Chester’s mother died. 
and he inherited a third interest in 
the homestead. This homestead was 
sold and a distribution madé several 
years ago. Louis Salek, the father, 
had a two-thirds interest in the 
proceeds of the sale Chester’s in- 
terest was the remaining one-third. 
It seems that an incumbrance on 
the homestead was paid out of the 
of the father’s share and 
none deducted from the share of 


Seeks Correction 

In October 1930, Lotis .Salek 
sought a new audit to correct the 
distribution, claiming a portion of 
the money which had been set 
aside as the property of Chester, 
then in the hands of the bank as 
guardian. The bank contested the 
claim and Judge W. R. Maines 
found the distribution incorrect and 
ordered the bank, as guardian of 
the boy, to pay over a portion of 
the money in its hands. 

On December 20, 1930, Chester 
requested the court to appoint his 
father, Louis Salek as his guardian 
oD gwed of the First National bank 

boy having reached the age of 
14 years. 

On January 19. 1931, the First 
National bank filed a report as 
guardian of Chester Salek and ten- 
dered its resignation as such guard- 
ian to the court. It was following 
the filing of this report that inter- 
esting features of the case.-devel- 
oped. On February 10, 1931, the 
bank filed an amendment to its 
report in which it set up that: it 
had given the boy’s estate credit 
for but 5 per-cent interest on a 
mortgage loan whereas it should 
have credited the estate with six- 
and one-half per cent interest and 
that it was therefore in possession 
of $76.50 more than the former re- 
port had shown. 

Objections Filed

note. Interest on this discrepancy 
was asked and payment of certain 
attorneys fees and other charges 
were questioned including over- 
payment of bond premiums. 

A second amendment to the 
puardian’s report was filed April 29, 
in which it was explained that it 
had been the custom of the First 
‘Trust & Savings bank; predecessor 
of the First National as guardian, 
to sell mortgage loans to customers, 
reserving to itself a part of the in- 
terest paid on such loans as com- 
mission and that the Ouska loan 
had been sold to the estate to net 
5 per cent but that. when objec- 
tion was made to this practice in 
connection with this estate, the 
bank had charged itself with the 
excess interest, $76.50. Explanation 
was also made as to the overcharg- 
ing the estate for bond premiums 
and other matters were set out. 

Judge Barker Rules 

Judge A. P. Barker, on April <0, 
1931. filed a lengthy written opinion 
in which he showed that the guard- 
jan bank had shown its willingness 
to rectify mistakes. e overruled

Don’t Like Chain? 

Scanning the application for a 
good reason why the federal radio 
commission should grant this per- 
mit, the following reason appears. 
“Des Moines is at present served 
by only one station; there is acute 
need for additional broadcasting 
facilities both from point of viv 
of giving listener a choice of pro- 
grams and more diversified service 
and from point of-view of civic, 
educational, religious, agricultural 
and governmental organizations, 
and of local advertisers, who need 
such facilities.” 

Home of WHO 

That the Register feels Des. 
Moines needs radio facilities in ad- 
dition to WHO, the chain station, 
is surprising to local residents who 
have just been told by the radio 
commission that Muscatine doesn’t 
need a radio station because the 
people here. can listen to WOC, 28 
miles away, and Shennandoah, 
about two hundred miles away. 

Investigation would reveal that 
Iowa already has more radio facil- 


ities than,the commission says it is 
entitled to but the Register is not 
notable for its desire to investi- 
gate things—as witness and atti- 
tude of Gardner Cowles who re- 
fused a challenge to earn $5,000 :f 
he would investigate the Baker 
hospital.

GENERALIZED CATARRH

two Greek words which mean, to 
“flow down.” It was coined ac- 
cording to the appearance of the 
most obvious symptoms—namely, 
“water running from the nose” and 
“mucus dropping in the throat.”

growing on dead trees. 

There are two kinds of musuc. 

(1) Mucin (liquor muci)—A clear, 
watery fluid like that from which 
tears are made. Mucin lubricates 
the folds of the mucus membrane 
and keeps them in good working 
order and prevents adhesions. 

(2) Mucus—A thick, glue-like 
substance, which does the very op- 
posite. Instead of keeping the pores 
and interstitial spaces of the mucus 
membrance free and flexible, it clogs 
them and deadens-the sensibility of 
the nerve-endings or terminals, as 
when we lose the senses of smell 
and taste in ordinary colds. The 
microscope will show that mucus 
is made up of cells: small and large 
round ones; catatrh cells. 

Catarrh manifests itself in many 
forms. In Rhinitis we find a heavy 
green diseiarge.

The common cold. formallv known 
as “Coryza” (nasal catarrh) now 
has a new name—Sinusitis (sinus 
trouble). 

Before the best results can be ob- 
tained in treating manv conditions, 
this sticky aftermath of the “com- 
mon cold” must be taken into con- 
sideration. 4 

Due to its tenacity, this catarrh 
mucus is not readily eliminated. 

Many organs of the body have 
been found, upon examination. to be 
completely incased in a thick, heavy, 
slimy coating. In such a condition, 
normal function of the organ is, 
of course, impossible. 

In the form of tough, stringy mu- 
tus, the intestines, colon, valves -of 
the heart, etc., become clogged. 

Plenty of fruit juices, such as 
grapefruit lemon. etc., and also to- 
mato juice, is needed to dissolve this 
catarrh mucus. 

When this adhesive mucus gets 
into the smell capillaries (200 miles

not his fault?

A Time For Diplomacy 


You’ve reached the age of forty- 
five, and you've found happiness 
and a good deal of peace and joy 
with your husband. Your main ob- 
ject should be to continue that 
peace and contentment for both 
your sakes. Even if, in order to ac- 
complish this end, you have to com- 
promise rather strenuously, it seems 
to me it’s worth while. 

In three years that boy of yours 
is going to be an indpendent hu- 
man being, standing on his own 
feet, making his way in the world, 
leaving you and his father, in order 
to live his own life. If he has to 
start out «. the road without his 
father’s support—so much _ the 
worse.

If you've raised an in- 
superable obstacle between you and 
your husband by fighting out this 
matter to the death—you may nev- 
er be able to settle down to domes- 
tic peace again. Is it worth it? 

I’m all for reform when the 
reform will do anyone good. I’m 
all for sticking to principles when 
by so sticking one can accomplish 
something worth while. But you 
cannot change the opinions of a 
man of middle-age. You cannot 
uproot the jealousy in his heart. 
You can only cause much dissen-

Important 


Right of Citizens Are 
At Stake in K-TNT RadioDecision 


" 





By W. D. RANDALL 

Since my return from Washing- 
ton, a week ago, so many people 
have asked me so many questions it 
seems ineumbent to answer some of 
them, 

One question which exceeds all 
others is, “Will K-TNT come back 
on the air and wher?” 

It is my firm conviction that 
K-TNT will come back on the air 
but.I am not.sufficiently a prophet 
to say when. The reason I firmly 
believe Mr. Baker will eventually be 
successful in. his o fight. is be- 
cause-the law seems clearly with 


Many Questions Involved 

There are so many legal points 
involved in the K-TNT case that 
nothing more than a brief discus- 
sion of them could be attempted 
here. The whole matter is a con- 
troversy between powerful interests 
and the law—and I am still old 
fashioned enough to believe that 
the law is still supreme in this 
country and will eventually triumph 
over political influence. There are 
two legal propositions involved, 
however, which should be of inter- 
est to the public. 

Constitutional Questions 

Both of these propositions raise 
constitutional questions and are of 
vital importance, not only to Mr. 
Baker and other broadcasters, but 
to every citizen of the United 
States.. If it were not for the 
broad, general effect of the K-TNT 
decision, I feel Mr. Baker would 
not be spending thousands of dol- 
lars fo fight the matter through the 
eourts.. It is a r. question than 
just whether K-TNT shall be kept 
on the air—it involves the question 
of whether the Constitution of the 
United States may be utterly ignor- 
ed and the rights of the people 
trampled upon with impunity. 

Closing a Bl 

As everyone closely associated 
with Norman Baker knows, the 
closing of K-TNT has proved a 
blessing to him. Radio stations 
work on schedule time. Mr. Baker 
has been compelled to eat with his 
eyes watching the clock, in order 
to be ready with his familiar, 
“Hello Folks” when his broadcast 

period arrived. He has been un- 
Bble to plan long evening trips as 
he knew the studio staff would be 
waiting to turn the microphone to 
him at 12:05 midnight. It 
jeopardized his health and made 
him a slave. 

This is only mentioned in pass- 
ing because’ I: want to emphasize 
that Norman Baker. is .spending 
thousands of dollars fighting for a 
principle—not for personal gain. 

t Free Speech 

Perhaps the most important angle 
of the controversy involves. the 
question of free speech..

Court of Appeals sustained 

position by its opinion. 
Censorship in Effect 

Mr. Baker’s contention is that 
the ruling of the commission is just 
as much consorship, in effect, as it 
would. be for the radio body to 
prohibit the broadcasting of any- 
thing beforehand. The mp tae re 
Court of the United States, 
opinion recently handed aaine, 
clearly sustains Mr. Baker’s con- 
tention in this regard. The opin- 
ion was written. by Chief Justice 
Hughes and decided the now-fam- 
ous Minnesota “gag law” . Ex- 
cept that in the Minneso ase a 
newspaper’s rights were . involved, 
the cases are as like as two peas. 
Minnesota enacted a statute under 
which a newspaper could be en- 
joined from ‘further publication. in 
the event it printed any libelous 
matter. In the K-TNT case, the 
commission claims that Mr. Baker 
“attacked” individuals over the 
radio and should be eliminated 
from the air because such broad- 
casting was “not in the public in; 
terest, convenience and necessity.” 

Essence of Censorship »f 

In holding the Minnesota law 
unconstitutional, Chief 
Hughes said, “Tf we cut through 
mere details of precedure, the op- 
eration and effect of the statute in 
substance is that public authorities 
may bring the owner or publisher 
of a newspaper of periodical before 
@ judge upon a eharge of conduct- 
ing a business of publishing scanda- 
lous and . defamatory matter—in 
particular that the matter consists 
of charges against. public officers 
of official deriletion—and unless 
the owner and publisher is able and 
disposed to bring competent evid- 
ence to satisfy the judge that the 
charges are true and are publishe 
with good motives and for justifi- 
able ends, his newspaper or period- 
ical is suppressed and further pub- 
lication is made punishable as a 
contempt. THIS IS THE ES- 
SENCE OF CENSORSHIP.” 

This would seem to dispose of the 
right of the Radio Commission to 
punish broadcasters under the thin 
guise of “public interest, .conveni- 
ence and necessity.” 

Due Process of Law 

Another right guaranteed to citi- 
zens by the constitutidn is that 
their property will not be taken 
without due process of law. The 
courts have defined due process of 
law as an orderly procedure con- 
ducted according to established 
legal precedents. The hearing af- 
forded Mr. Baker by the commis- 
sion was anything but that. Space 
forbids extensive discussion of this 
feature but it is sufficient to say 
that all established rules of evid- 
ence were abrogated and the hear- 
ing itself held before an examiner— 
instead of the commission as by 
law provided—who does not have 
authority to administer an oath. 

Important Rights 

The right of free speech is. a 
treasured one in this country. It 
is a right that the courts have been 
quick to defend when Congress or 
the legislatures has attempted to 
limit it by legislative action: The 
right to be secure in one’s property 
and not to fear its loss without due 
legal process is an even more im- 
por 
obviously one where. ro of these 
rights are being denied to Norman 
Baker “at-the instange and request 
of his enemies. 

We cannot help but feel that so 
important a question should not 
be left undecided and'such flagrant 
violation of a citizen’s rights be left 
unchallenged.

Those who urge the tuberculosis 
testing of cattle, give as their main 
reason for that children are the 

source of all*tuberculosis in adults 
life, that practically all adults 
with tuberculosis contracted the 
disease when children from d 
ing cows’ milk. In their own words 
this is what they claim: 

“The germ of T. B. is taken into 
the body of the child in uncooked 
cows’ milk. Large numbers of cows 
have tnbereuldaie. and the germ gets 


e milk, often in very large 
numbers. With grown people this 
is not a very common source of 
infettion. It is the most common 
source in small children who drink 
cows’ milk. The germs are carried 
into the intestines 
through whose walls they pass, en- 


4 tering the. system through the lym- 


phatics, lodging in the glands 

Therefore, we 
must be certain that the cow that 
supplies the milk is free from tub- 
erculosis. This is the reason why 
our health officers, backed by doc- 
tors everywhere, are coi ducting 
such a heroic campaign to see that 
no cow is left alive with :tuberculo- 
sis. The veterinarians are giving 
their time and skill in an effort to 
co-operate with our other great sci- 
entists.. The veterinarian makes a 
simple but thoroughly reliable test 
which either shows the animal free 
from T. B, or infected. It is in this 
way that thousands of babies are
